Contribution to Art 


Well, here we are again. In a 
world in which everything changes 
practically from hour to hour, An-, 
dover gives the example of con-| 
stancy and adherence to tradition | 
by opening the winter season with | 
its annual Art Week exhibition, by | 
now an established and much-ex- | 
pected event. 

No less than twenty-seven ar- 
tists have participated this time, 
and, as usual, there is a goodly 
show of real talent all along Main 
street. If any general observation 
can be made of the exposition as 
such, it would be that there seem 
to be fewer unusual offerings 
among them, and that, among the 
usual subjects of the artists’ 
brush, landscapes appear to be an 
overwhelming favorite this year. 

The painters that have deviated 
from the usual routine are Patrick 
and Maud Morgan and Lev Gori- 
ansky. The Morgans have both ex- 
hibited abstractions; Maul Mor- 
gan’s ‘‘Train Ride” is a fine repre- 
sentation of the confused pictures 
and fleeting thoughts evoked by 
fast motion through space, while 
Patrick Morgan conveys the ab- 
stract impression of the ‘‘Four Ele- 
ments” with delicate force.

Art in our public schools starts 
at the age of five, in the six kinder- 
garten groups.

ping paper, is a group accomplish- 


ment. Each child adds some pic- 
ture to the frieze until the story 
is completed. And work in design, 
in colored paper, with crayons, 
and on the easel in free brush, is 
interspersed throughout the year. 

The same general outline of 
this introduction to art is con- 
tinued as the grades follow one 
another. However, to this early 
training is gradually added a type 
of composition called ‘‘Expres- 
sion.’’ In this the child interprets 
a story which has been read, by 
himself or his teacher, or an ex- 
perience which he has had. This 
he learns to tell in line and color, 
without words. As an aid to this 
type of expression, lessons are 
given in the drawjng of children 
in action and costume. As the child 
advances from grade to grade, this 
kind of work is stressed more and 
more so that by the time the child 
is in the third grade, and some- 
times in the second, he is able to 
use this type of picture to express 
the customs of the peoples of other 
countries which he is studying. 
Frieze work is also carried on 
from grade to grade, and this, too, 
is correlated with other subjects, 
English, geography, history. 

The work in design is continued 
throughout the entire school train- 
ing. This is often done in trans- 
parent water-color, which is added

veterans of this area a chance to 
take part in a program which 
exists solely for the benefit of dis- 
abled veterans.

They talk about a radio 
phonograph, or maybe a reading 
machine, or, depending on how 
much they raise, some books, 
maybe a wheel chair. 

Next, they want a place of their 
own, where they can meet and dis- 
cuss their own problems, and con- 
Juct their own affairs. They plan 
a Council of Veterans’ Organiza- 
tions, with delegates from all the 
tions, with delegates from all of 
the various servicemen’s groups, 
which will act as the sounding 
board and final word on all vet- 
erans’ affairs.

Joe got out of the service in 
August, 1946, as a buck sergeant. 
and the following December, still 
a patient at the Cushing General 
hospital in Framingham, he mar- 
ried Mary A. Robertson of Avon 
street, one of the few disabled 
nurses in the state. Mary served 
for three years in the Army Nurse 
Corps, two of them in Africa. 

After his discharge, Joe toured 
the state to raise money for the 
Red Cross. He is now affiliated 
with the Veterans’ Services of the 
state. working as a contact man 
in this area. 

A lot of other square guys are 
in this nucleus of what these same 
fellows hope will prove an active 
and thriving organization.

Talks on Japan 

Colonel Eleanore C. Sullivan was 
then introduced by Mrs. Alfred . 
Sughrue, chairman of international 
relations department. 

Miss Sullivan, dean of girls at 
Lawrence High School, went over- 
seas in 1945 and remained in Tokyo 
a year as an instructor in the Tokyo 
Army College for American sol- 
diers. She became very much in- 
terested in the Japanese women 
while there, and in a delightfully 
interesting manner presented her 
subject: “Japan’s Woman—Lady or 
Slave?” 

The women of Japan are the most 
down-trodden in the world, and the 
only career they can look forward 
to is marriage. They are disciplined 
to obey from the cradle to the 
grave. Obedience first to the father, 
later the husband. 

Japanese Language 

The Japanese language is very 
hard to learn. We speak in terms of 
syllables where they speak of char- 
acters. It means learning what the 
different lines in the character 
mean and then each character may 
have two to six different pronunci- 
tions. 

In marriage a woman has no say, 
her father arranges the marriage. 
He hires a middle aged couple as 
go betweens. They travel to a near- 
by town and look for a man they 
think is economically, socially, and
